Heart Attack 
Proves Fatal 
to Supervisor 


Fourth District 
Official Stricken 
Suddenly Friday 
Coachella Valley resi­ 
dents today, while mourn­ 
ing the death of their elect­ 
ed representative on the 
cdunty board of supervis­ 
ors, already are consider­ 
ing the possibilities of a 
successor. 
Homer Varner. 61, who had rep­ 
resented this district since 1950. 
died last night in Coachella Val­ 
ley Hospital in 
Indio of a heart 
illness. He had 
entered the hos­ 
pital Thursday 
morning a f t e r 
suffering a heart 
attack the previ­ 
ous evening. 
Death 
came 
about 11:15 p.m. 
Earlier in the 
evening he had suffered a second 
attack, but within three hours, at 
10 p.m. he was free of pain and 
went quietly to sleep. 
Varner had been one of the most 
active supervisors ever known in 
the county. He was in attendance 
at most meetings of county inter­ 
est in any city in the county, even 
following a warning by his physi­ 
cian to “slow down” after suffer­ 
ing a heart attack in December, 
1954.

In 1952 an arterial disorder re­ 
sulted in amputation of Varner's 
right leg. 
BEFORE ELECTION to the 
board. Varner had been a mem­ 
ber of the county planning com­ 
mission. a chairman of the Indio 
planning commission, and Indio 
city treasurer. 
Born in Texas on August 22, 
1894, he came to this state 32 
years ago. and had been a resi­ 
dent of, Indio since 1942. 
SUCCESSOR TO Varner will be 
named by Governor Goodwin J. 
Knight under state law. 
Who this will be has been a mat­ 
ter of conjecture throughout the 
county this morning. 
It is still too early to list pos­ 
sibilities, as everyone is coming' 
up with a suggestion, very few 
alike, and no candidate has yet 
announced his or her intentions.

Shots Available 
WASHINGTON M - The Pub­ 
lic Heath Service yesterday re­ 
leased another 1,017,531 shots of 
Salk polio vaccine to the states and 
territories for public agencies and 
commercial outlets. 
It also recallocated 40.500 shots 
of unused vaccine from Louisans. 
The new allocation. 11th under the 
voluntary control p r o g r a m , 
brought to 30,979,362 the number 
of shots released since April when 
the vaccine was cleared as safe. 
States and territories have been 
granted 16,845,399 shots. The Na­ 
tional Foundation for Infantile Pa­ 
ralysis received 13,571,223 shots. 
Another 526,240 shots were distri­ 
buted commercially before the con­ 
trol program was set up.

Children Escape as Blast 
Rocks Buffalo Orphange 
BUFFALO, N. Y. (ID—A fire and 
explosion in the sprawling four- 
itory administration building of 
the German Roman Catholic or­ 
phan home today blew off a roof 
tower and spread flames through 
the upper stories of the brick struc­ 
ture. • 
Children quartered in dormitor­ 
ies were evacuated safety. Several 
Nuns wtio reside in the convent 
portion of the building, however, 
were reported to have been over­ 
come by smoke and were taken 
down ladders by firemen. 
At least one fireman was known 
to hate been injured in lighting 
the four-alarm blaze. 


After the explosion, cause of 
which was unknown, the flames 
spread quickly through the top 
floors qnd threatened the dormi­ 
tories.

Says School 
Board Should 
Keep Pledge 


Dr. Goldberg Says 
Auditorium Should 
be for City, Too 
Dr. Benjamin Goldberg yester­ 
day said the Palm Springs Uni­ 
fied School District should be held 
to account their intentions as re­ 
gards the use of their proposed 
auditorium end music classroom 
building. 
According to Dr. Goldberg, who 
was chairman of the citizens com­ 
mittee which found what the pub­ 
lic wanted in way of school build­ 
ings, and would be willing to pay 
for, the bond election victory was 
predicated on the committee's rec­ 
ommendation that the City of 
Palm Springs be allowed to use 
the building four, five or six times 
a year for important conventions 
which could not be accommodated 
elsewhere. 
HE SAID THE PRIME consid­ 
eration of planning a public build 
ing in arty community should be 
toward the use of that building 
so that it will serve as a facility 
for the community's most impor­ 
tant commodity. In this city's 
case, it is tourists and the migrant 
population upon which this Vil­ 
lage thrives and lives. 
He said children Should have 
the first priority. But when the 
obligation U> the children has been 
fulfilled, then the promises which 
basically allowed passage of the 
5125.000 school-bond-issue in the 
Fall of 1954 should be recognized, 
and fully. 
THE STATEMENT by Dr. Gold­ 
berg was made as a result of a 
hearing last Monday noon when 
Dr. Wallace Muelder, superintend­ 
ent of Palm Springs Unified School 
District, told members of city 
council, board of education, plan­ 
ning commission and the park 
board, and various advisory of­

Objection was also raised when 
the legality of joint school district- 
city use was questioned. Legality 
of joint use concerned drinking 
and smoking of conventioneers, 
and other problems concerning 
adult-school child meeting. 
DR. GOLDBERG said that the 
legality had been thoroughly in­ 
vestigated by the citizens' com­ 
mittee, and they would not have 
promoted the issue had the inquiry 
results not been satisfactory. 
He added that the committee 
told the public what they would 
be getting if they voted the bonds 
In, and they did vote the bonds in. 
Now the promises must be honored 
by the school board, no matter 
where the auditorium is built or 
who owns it. 
Other members of the citizens’ 
committee were: B. F. Shearer, 
Herman Reich, Charles McDonald, 
William Tackett, and Ben Hen­ 
derson.

Twin Epidemic of Smog, 
Mystery Virus in England 
LIVERPOOL, England (IB-Med­ 
ical authorities warned Liverpool 
mothers to keep children indoors 
today as a precaution against the 
twin threats of a choking smog and 
a mysterious virus. 
Prof. Andrew Semple, Liver­ 
pool's medical officer of health, 
called on volunteer workers I o 
check air samples of the smog 
which rolled up from Southeastern 
England. Authorities also were 
trying to trace a virus which has 
stricken 200 infants with bronchial 
troubles since Christmas. 
"With this smog developing the 
way it is anything can happen.” 
Semple said. "The virus could 


spread around the city like wild­ 
fire.” 
“He appealed to mothers to keep 
their babies “warm indoors and in 
the same temperature — and for 
goodness sake, keep them, out of 
the smog.” 
All the babies affected by the 
virus thus far are between 6 and 
18 months old. 
The smog moved northward yes­ 
terday alter blanketing two-thirds 
of Southeast England for m o r e 
than 48 hours. Visibility was cut 
to zero in areas ranging from Dur 
ham to Birmingham and Liverpool 
to Sunderland. 


US Consulate 
in Jerusalem 
Under Attack 


Unrest Spreading 
in Middle East 
Against the West 
JERUSALEM «B — Anti-West­ 
ern demonstrators marched on the 
U. S. Consulate in Jordanian Jer­ 
usalem today in a fresh wave of 
violence thBt forced Jordan’s care­ 
taker government to resign. 
First reports said demonstrators 
protesting anti-Communist Bagh­ 
dad pact tore down the American 
flag before troops restored order. 
Strikes and demonstrators erup­ 
ted both in the old city of Jeru­ 
salem and the Jordanian capital 
oi Amman. 
IN AMMAN the caretaker gov­ 
ernment of Premier Ibrahim Pa­ 
sha Hasham quit, it was officially 
announced. 
The collapse of the Jordanian 
regime plunged the nation into a 
crisis that threatened Ango-Ainer- 
ican Middle East planing in the 
period before President Eisenhow­ 
er's meeting with BritiMi Prime 
Minister Anthony Eden. 
Unrest was spreading throughout 
the strategic Middle East area. 
An authoritative Cairo newspap­ 
er reported that Egypt's army on 
the Palestine front hea now (. re­ 
ceived new Communal arms and 
ts “ready TofTKHsn." 
IN NEIGHBORING Lebanon, the 
cabinet was expected to' quit to­ 
morrow in a crisis sharpened by 
differences over Western aid. 
Earlier reports reaching Beirut 
from Amman, said that hundreds 
of demonstrating J o r d a n i a n s 
marched through the streets of the 
capital demanding that Jordan 
confine its Middle East alliances 
to pacts with the other A r a b 
states.

The 93-pound boy, Tony Belcher, 
said he spotted the shark swim­ 
ming toward him while sailing his 
pram in South Biscayne Bay. He 
said he grabbed the big fish by its 
wide-flanged tail sticking out of 
water and held it over the side of 
his sail boat. 
Two other boys came alongside 
and helped Belcher loop a rope 
around the shark and haul it to 
shore with their motor launch, he 
said.

By MERR1MAN SMITH 
United Press White House Writer 
KEY WEST, Fla , OB—President 
Eisenhower will give reporters to­ 
morrow morning a personal re­ 
port on Ihe state of his health and 
will discuss with them bis plans 
for the immediate future, the White 
House announced today. 
The President will meet about 
9 a.m. EST with newsmen who 
have been covering his post-Christ­ 
mas vacation here and then will 
take off for Washington at approx­ 
imately 11 a.m. 
Mr. Eisenhower has been in 
this southern.ost United States city 
since December 28, soaking up sun­ 
shine and getting in some mild ex­ 
ercise. 
PRESIDENTIAL PRESS Secre­ 
tary James C. Hagerty said that 
Mr. Eisenhower's doctors are sure 
the trip has done him “ a world 
of good ” 
The session tomorrow will be the 
nearest thing to a press conference

Hagerty said that the President, 
this morning, hearing of reporters’ 
interest in his physical progress, 
offered to chat with eewsmen Sun­ 
day morning “about the conditioi 
of his health, how he feels and 
what he is going to do when he 
gets back to Washington about re­ 
suming the regular routine of the 
presidency.” 
HAGERTY SAID Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er would discuss only “the immed­ 
iate future." This precluded any 
possibility that the Chief Executive 
would be ready to say tomorrow 
wheUier he intends to run for re­ 
election this year. 
The extent of questioning possi­ 
ble tomorrow morning will be de­ 
termined largely by the President 
and the length of time he is able 
to devote to the meeting with 
newsmen. 
Hagerty said no questions would 
be barred, but he indicated that 
few would be answered ouside the 
field ef health and the President's 
plans for the immediate future. 
The White House does not regard 
the session as a press conference, 
but rather an informal meeting be­ 
tween the President and the men 
who have been covering him on 
the road — in Denver, Gettysburg 
and here.

SOCIAL SECURITY PERIL — A growing feeling 
around the nation th at all is not well with the Social 
Security program is reflected in the press. 
Many 
changes have been made in this vital legislation that 
touches the lives of every man, woman and child in the 
country. 
The newspapers warn that the whole pro­ 
gram m8y be in grave danger and suggest great cau­ 


tion in expanding the benefits. 


Immediate concern is expressed over HR 7227 which 
the House passed at the last session and which will be 
up before the Senate soon. The proposal would increase 
annual payments $2 billion by including professional 
groups like dentists and lawyers. 


Comments by newspapers from-coast to coast sound a 
warning. Here are a few taken from editorials on the 
subjects: 


W ashington Court Hous*. Ohio, Record-Herald 
"W ith n - 
sp ect to lowering the retirement age for women, one of the 
questions raiMd it w h m to «top once the definition of old 
a g e 1» deem ed subject to change. Another question U why 
there should be any distinction based on sex when all m edi­ 
cal statistic» show that women of a certain chronological age 
are likely to hare a greater life expectancy than their male 
counterparts."

The group is organized for the purpose of m aking an 
Independent study of the entire Social Security pro­ 
gram — is neither FOR or AGAINST it. It is taking 
the position however, th at no changes in the law should 
be made by Congress until a careful study of all pro­ 


posals is made.

On Annexation. 


A real old-time Town Hall pot- 
luck dinner will be held Tuesday 
night in Cathedral City at which 
time the local citizens will gather 
together and discuss the question 
of annexation to the City of Palm 
Springs or the incorporation of the 
community. 
Right now, as I understand it, 
the law requires that there must 
be Atore than 500 residents in a 
community before it can be in­ 
corporated. but I hear that during 
the -1957 session of the legislature 
(1936 session is a budget session, 
and nothing else ca'n be brought 
up unless the governor calls a 
special session), legislatures w i l l 
change the population Jaw to 2,500 
residents. So, if Cathedral C5ty does 
plan to incorporate they m ust get 
started immediately if they plan to 
get in before the new law is passed. 
It takes a year to get the "red 
tape" put of the way. 
Annexation is a question which 
you car. easily get into an argu­ 
ment over, no matter who you stop 
on the street and discuss it with. 


THERE ARE PEOPLE .who want 
the town just as it is; 
There are people who want the 
name changed to Palm Springs 
Heights; 
There are people who want the 
town fo be annexed to P a l m 
Springs; 
There a.e people who say that 
incorporation is the only solution. 


THE REASONS IN back of the 
newest question facing the resort 
community stems from the 
fact 
that they, like the other commun­ 
ities of the 
Desert Em pire 
are 
growing, and Cathedral City, as a 
community, cannot keep up with 
the financing for lights, parks, and 
public buildings. 
The Chamber of Commerce for 
many 
years has 
governed the 
progress of the community, has a 
terrific load to bear. They have 
supplied the money for buildings 
(ie: the Town Hall); j>alm trees 
on the main street; and helped with 
sidewalks and curbings. The mon­ 
ey used is received in dues to the 
chamber. 
In voicing their opinion against 
annexation and incorporation, res­ 
idents scream “more taxes” first, 
and follow with individual resent­ 
ments that the community "is just 
fine the way it is.” 
On the other, side there is an 
argument that through incorpor­ 
ation or annexation, the town can 
prosper as a leading part of Am­ 
erica's foremost desert resort. 


AND THE ARGUMENTS can go 
on, pro and can, each making a 
good point, and neither reaching 
a decision until the issue is called 
to an official vote. 
But, as tha issue continues to be 
a big question within that com­ 
munity, the one thing that can be 
admired about Cathedral City is 
the high interest and great civic 
endeavor of its population. There 
are few communities, 
anywhere, 
that take as much pride and work 
as hard for the betterment of their 
civic projects.

WASHINGTON — Key American 
ambassadors in Europe, the F ar 
East and Middle East are being 
summoned for "consultations” — 
of an extraordinary kind. 
These talks are part of an un­ 
announced investigation of U. S. 
foreign policy. 
Democratic congressional 1 • a d- 
ers in this crucial field have quiet­ 
ly added this probe to the already 
extensive list of investigations, and 
Secretary of State Dulles 
is 
di­ 
recting these diplomats to come to 
Washington for interrogation. 
The first of them is Ambassador 
John Lodge in Spain. 
Chairman Jam es Richards (D- 
S. C.), of the House Foreign Af­ 
fairs 
Committee, 
has 
scheduled 
Lodge to appear at a closed-door 
session on January 10. Lodge Is- 
former governor of Connecticul, 
and brother of UN Ambassador 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 
Two main purposes are behind 
this far-reaching inquiry; 
(1- To obtain first-hand reports 
on the latest dcelopm entj in the 
cold war betwev r. the West and 
East; and (2) to check on Admin­ 
istration plans to appreciably in­ 
crease the budget for foreign mil­ 
itary and economic aid. 
There is a third factor behind 
Ambassador John Lodge's impend­ 
ing grilling — of a partisan nature. 
The Democrats are gunning for 
him because of a cable he sent, 
regarding alleged activities of a 
junketing Democratic senator, to 
Senator Barry Goldwater. Ariz., 
chairm an of the Republican Sen 
ate Campaign Committee. 
Senator Dennis Chavez (D-N.M.) 
is the subject of this critical cable. 
He is chairm an of both the im ­ 
portant Public Works ‘Committee 
and tbe Appropriations Subcom 
m ittee in charge of t)ie military 
budget. Accompanied by members 
of his family and staff, 
Chavez 
visited Spain last Summer to look 
into reports that the U. S. air and 
naval bases program there is lag 
ging, and that the Franco govern­ 


ment wants a big increase in eco­ 
nomic assistance. 
Lodge will be questioned about 
both these m atters — plus t h e 
charges he reputedly made con­ 
cerning Chavez. 
Senator Goldwater was allegedly 
informed by Lodge that m em bers 
of Chavez’ party obtained sizable 
amounts of counterpart funds (for­ 
eign currency) for expenses while 
in Europe. 
Irate Democrats contend Lodge's 
cable is directly counter to a con­ 
gressional ban against such in­ 
formation being divulged, except 
to a "duly authorized committee.” 
They also angrily point out that 
congressional use of counterpart 


funds is a long-standing and bi­ 
partisan practice. They claim to 
have evidence that the ranking 
Republican member of a m ajor 
House committee got a large chunk 
of counterpart funds in Paris and 
bought "oriental rugs” with t h e 
money. 
Lodge sent his message to Gold­ 
water through the Air Force. The 
Democrats are silent on how they 
got wind -of that. But they have 
a copy of the cable, and will con­ 
front of him with it when they grill 
him next week,

What Inspiration Can Do for You 
Lowell Thomas, my friend and 
neighbor at my country home, re­ 
cently published a new book, 
"Great True Adventures,” in which 
he tells the story of an advertise­ 
ment placed in the london news­ 
papers in 1900 by Sir Ernest Shack- 
lot on iheparlor explorer. It read' 
"MEN WANTED for hazardous 
journey Small wages, bitter cold, 
lor.g months of complete daikness, 
r.or.stai.t danger, safe ry.uru doubt- 
f :l Honor and recognition In case 
ol success. — Sir Ernest Shackle- 
•oii. ’ 
In speaking of this later, Shack 
e'ton said. "It seemed as though 
all the men in Great Britain were 
detei ruined to accompany me. the 
rest onse was so overwhelming.” 
"Why?” Lowell Thomas asks, 
:.nd then gjes on in his own iiiim- 
iUhlc v av to talk about the force 
of inspiration in men's lives.' 
Shortly after I read this, a min­ 
ister told me of a doctor who had 
telephoned and asked if he might 
send a patient to him. The doctor 
explained that this patient had 
come to him complaining of hav 
ing no life and no zest. His en­ 
thusiasm had disappeared and he 
just didn’t feel good. 
The doctor had made the usual 
series of tests, but could find noth­ 
ing physically wrong with the pa­ 
tient. Yet the man confined to com­ 
plain that he didn't feel good. It 
was at this point that the physician 
called the minister to discuss the 
problem. 
"I íeally haven't any medicine 
that I can give him and surgery 
isn't indicated,” he said. "But you 
and I know that men get sick in 
their spirits and that this manifests 
itself in their bodies. I suggest that 
you give this man a good shot of 
inspiration. Give him an injection 
in the spirit. Get his soul toned 
up." This was wise advice, for to 
have inspiration is to be in-spirited 
or to have spirit put into you. And 
spirit is life. 
Over a period of time the min­ 
ister was able to help the man in 
the manner suggested. The doctor 
telephoned to the minister again to 
comment on the man's rejuvena 
tion. "Now,” he said, "the patient 
tells me he feels good. He seems 
a well man. It just shows what 
a good shot of inspiration will do." 
How much inspiration have you? 
Your answer may indicate how 
healthy, how dynamic, how vital 
you are. For inspiration gives us 
health and courage, whether it be 
to go off on an adventure into the 
Arctic or to help improve social 
conditions or to make better lives 
for ourselves at home.

Stable Room 
Still Lacking 
for Big Event 


Agreem ent Sought 


to Stable Horses 


for Coast Matches 


Shadow 
Mountain 
Polo 
Club, 
which plays a thre« team round- 
robin with San Francisco Polo Club 
and the Red Diamonds of Palm 
Springs, tomorrow at S h a d o w 
Mountain Stables for the wind up 
of the two day event, will probably 
win the match. But it will be a du­ 
bious pleasure after the trophy Is 
presented and the final cheering 
has quieted down. 
For the 10-goal 
Pacific 
Coast 
Polo Championships which were 
scheduled to be played at the 
stables for three weeks, starting 
Jan. 12 will have to be postponed 
for alm ost a month and cause the 
complete 
cancellation 
of 
nearly 
half the teams originally expected. 
This postponement abjectly af­ 
fects the members of the Shadow 
Mountain team because Ted Pierce 
a player, is match and tournament 
director of the P alm Springs Polo 
Association, and the award of the 
m atches to Palm Springs, by the 
western division of the U n i t e d 
States Polo Association, is the re­ 
sult of work done by him and his 
associates. 


THE OTHER MEMBERS ef the 
team . Who were also instrumental 
in setting up the matches, which 
would include 20 team s from 13 
western states and Hawaii, a r e 
Lloyd 
Phillips, 
vice-president of 
the PSPA, and Lisle Nixon, co­ 
owner and m anager of Shadow 
Mountain Stables and member of 
the board of directors of PSPA. 
P ierce said yesterday that t h e 
m atches were held off for a month 
because the association was unable 
to reach an agreem ent with Guy 
Campbell, operator of the P o l o 
Grounds, to quarter the horses 
necessary to serve as mounts for 
20 team s playing hard polo day 
after day. 
He said the three-man teams 
would probably 
bring about 150 
horses to the desert. Shadow Moun­ 
tain Stables has facilities that will 
take care of less than half that 
amount, so the association w a s 
forced to look for other stabling 
accomodations. That takes time. 


EVEN GIVEN a month’s grace 
to look for stabling, the associa­ 
tion could not find enough for 150 
horses unless Campbell and the as­ 
sociation reach an agreement. 
Campbell, 
who 
runs 
a 
horse 
ranch near Hemet and has oper­ 
ated the polo grounds under city 
contract on a yearly basis for three 
years, has previously gone on rec­ 
ord 
as not wanting competitive 
polo at the Polo Grounds. He main­ 
tains that such play is unsports­ 
m anlike because the desire to win 
overcomes the player's desires to 
conduct themselves as gentlemen. 


THE RESULT now Is that some 
of tha low haiulicap team s orig­ 
inally scheduled to compete against 
each other will have to be left out 
of the Shadow Mountain play. 
The matches were awarded to 
the Palm Springs group by L. C. 
Smith, governor of the western dis­ 
trict of the USPA. The only other 
polo group of comparable sise is 
the eastern district. The local polo 
association 
hopes 
to 
eventually 
hold the national and international 
m eets here. 
Plans are underway for accomo­ 
dations for full-field play. The pres­ 
ent m atches would be under in­ 
door rules, which play on a half- 
sise 
field 
with 
side-kneeboards 
used for ricochet shots. 
Such short field play means the 
spectator can see all the play with­ 
out using binoculars. 


THERE WILL BE weekend play 
from now until the matches start. 
Besidees

42, and allowed California to edge 
Southern California by one point, 
State holding Washington State to 
only 40 points.

drubbing they took from USF in 
the finals of the Holiday Tourna 
ment at New York.

1959 


THOUSAND PALMS - History 


and grow th of a com m unity 
is 


easily m arked by the growth of 


th e U. S. P ost Office, and this 


com m um ty has found no better 


gauge with which to m easure 
its 
growth. 


D uring the years prior to 1913, 
m ail was received addressed in 
care of the Southern Pacific Rail­ 
road agent,* Edom , R iverside coun­ 
ty, 
California, and there 
w ere 
about four families. 


The people who received m ail in 
the earliest days w ere M r. and 
M rs. F red Willis of Willis P alm s; 
The 
H om e Builders 
of Southern 
California, who were on the land 
now known as the M errill R anch; 
L. E. Holden who was drilling for 
w ater in Thousand P alm Canyon, 
for w hat is now Hidden Springs, 
and George D. Richey, who resided 
on w hat is now the Hittson Ranch. 


AS FAR AS IT CAN be found 
the first postoffice was established 
a t Edom (now. Thousand P alm s) 
in about 1918, and O. P . McKesson 
w as appointed postm aster. Und­ 
e r 
his postm astership 
a unique 
situation took place: 
when 
you 
w anted your m ail you would go 
to 
his hom e, 
enter the back 
(screen) porch, and all the m ail 
would be laying on a bunk. 
You 
would pick up your m ail and leave. 


It w as in 1923 that this m ethod 
of receiving m ail ended, and 
a 
M r. Dutton (first nam e is 
not 
known) 
leased a 
store from Mc­ 
Kesson 
and the 
post office was 
m oved into a corner of it. Dutton 
was nam ed postm aster. 


About 1926, W. G. Gendron leas­ 
ed the store, was appointed post­ 
m aster. and in 1931 
m oved the 
post office to a location about 
w here the flag pole stands on the 
corner of U. S. 99 and Ram on. 


TWO YEARS LATER. M rs. Pete 
Hixon w as appointed postm aster, 
and she m oved the postoffice into 
a garage on the present Thompson 
property.
